Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12 and 32-42 drawn to end seal, classified in class 277, subclass 
399. 

II. Claims 13-31 and 43-47, drawn to apparatus, classified in class 1 18, 
subclass 323. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the coating apparatus does not 
require that each lip of the seal be elongated or an end seal having a support mounting 
location beyond the leading edge and a thin cross-section between the mounting 
location and the leading edge creating a flex point pennitting deformation along the seal 
lips.. The subcombination has separate utility such as an end seal arranged at only one 
end of a liquid coating tank for applying cleaning liquid to a stationary non-cylindrical 
sponge applicator. 
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If applicant elects the end seal then applicant needs to further make a species 
election. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: end seal as depicted In Figures 18-20 and end seal as depicted in Figures 21- 
23. The species are independent or distinct because end seal are mutually exclusive. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-12 and 32-39 are generic.
